HOW TO GET REVIEWS 

Only about 5% of the books published in the United States 
ever get any reviews at all Getting a magazine reviewed is 
sometimes an impossible task. But, paradoxically* small presses 
sometimes have a better chance of getting their publications 
reviewed than the large commercial publishers; more and more 
review publications are beginning to take an interest in the small 
press. 

But let's take a look at the big, commercial review media 
first. They don't care whether you're a small press or not. All 
they care about is getting review copies a couple of months 
before the publication date. You can send galley proofs* photo- 
copies, or the completed book* but you have to send it before 
publication. This doesn't mean that you actually have to wait 
until that date comes before you start selling the book: commer- 
cial publishers often find themselves reprinting before "publi- 
cation,” Here are the names and addresses: Publishers Weekly,

Libraries* by the way, are a very good market for small press 
books and little magazines. It takes a while to build up a sub- 
scription list* but if you do books, you can sometimes sell enough 
to libraries to make a profit before you even distribute any to 
stores. Some presses do business exclusively with libraries. 
Some books don't sell to libraries* of course. Different books 
have different markets. 

The small press review journals review only small press pub- 
lications, magazines as well as hooks. Small Press Review (PO 
Box 1056, Paradise, CA 95969) and Margins (2912 N, Hackett* 
Milwaukee* WI 53211) have gotten 510,000 each from the 
National Endowments the Arts to send copies to all the people 
listed in A Directory of American Poets. So* send to those two, 
and you reach a lot of writers. One of the newest small press 
review magazines is Northeast Rising Sun, 1416 W. Mt. Royal 
Ave, Baltimore* MD 21217. Poetry Information, c/o The National 
Poetry Centre* 21 Earls Court Square* London $W5, U.K. (which 
is not nearly as establishment as the address makes it sound) 
reviews a lot of poetry publications and lists* with short com- 
ments, all books and magazines received. Booklegger, 555 29th 
St* San Francisco, CA 94131 is a magazine for librarians. It 
reviews little fiction or poetry, but covers a lot of material with a 
radical or feminist slant. 

Newspapers are reviewing more small press books all the 
time. Now, we can't list every newspaper in the U.S.* and you 
couldn't afford to send review copies to each one. But do at least 
hit the paper or papers in your area. Newspapers are interested 
in anything that's local, and will often review your book or 
magazine for just that reason. This is as true of papers in big 
cities as it is in small ones. Here in San Francisco* reviews of 
small press books are appearing in the Sunday book review sup- 
plement every now and then— but only of books from presses 
located in northern California. Address review copies to the book 
review editor by name. You can find his or her name in literary 
Market Place (which ought to be in the reference dept, of your 
library) if it's not printed in the paper. 

In the last couple of years* we've begun to see publications 
that take a special interest in the small press* though they review 
hooks from all presses. Now, it obviously won't hurt to have your 
book reviewed next to the latest heavily-promoted item from 
Random House, so these publications are definitely worth 
sending copies to. BooksWest, 2073 Outpost Drive* Hollywood* 
CA 90068 is written up elsewhere in this issue. It reviews 
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magazines j too, byjthe way. The San Fmneiaco Review of Books, 
2140 Vallejo St, Si|n Francisco, CA 94123 is an excellent general 
review magazine ufith a lot of small press coverage. SFRB will be 
publishing the official directory for the Fourth San Francisco 
International Book Fair as a supplement to its October issue, by 
the way. That issue will have an extra large press run. SFBR is 
offering fecial discount rates to C0SMEF members who want 
to purchase ad space. Space reservations have to be in by August 
30. If you 1 can't afford to advertise, you can still send in books for 
review. The Pacific Sun Literary Quarterly is a supplement to a 
suburban newspaper published in the San Francisco area. 10,000 
copies of each issue are distributed with the Pacific Sun; the 
Quarterly has an additional circulation of its own of 10,000. By 
the time you read this, it will be too late to send review copies for 
the last issue. The Quarterly, as you might expect, has been 
losing money; as a result, it is being dropped by its publisher. 
Editor Linda Ferguson plans, however, to revive the review as an 
independent publication called The Literaiy Monthly. Circu- 
lation will remain at 20,000, and the first issue will appear in 
November. There will be extensive coverage of the small press, 
and review columns on small press books in general, small press 
poetry, and women's presses. COSMEP Coordinator Richard 
Morris will be an Associate Editor. Send review copies to Linda 
Ferguson, PO Box 1445, Ross, CA 94957. 

There are also lots of specialized publications and publi- 
cations with regional interests. You'll find them mentioned from 
time to time in the ''News Notes" section of this newsletter; you 
can dig up others yourself. One publication, however, deserves 
special notice, NewLettere, published by Beyond Baroque, 1639 
W, Washington Blvd, Venice, CA 90291 has a large free distri- 
bution. It is especially interested in books and magazines 
published on the West Coast, and notes just about all of these 
that are received. This isn't the place to talk about all the other 
things that Beyond Baroque is doing. If you're located in the 
West, however, it would certainly be worth your while to get into 
contact with them. 

One subject that we have not gone into here is that of listings 
(as opposed to reviews). WeTl probably run an article on this at a 
later date. For now, we'll simply advise you to get listed every- 
where you can; every listing is free advertising. 


NEW REVIEW JOURNAL 

The first issue of Books West, a new book review magazine, 
was recently published. According to editor George Trinkaus, 
"Covering the world of presses largely ignored by the estab- 
lished media is what Books West is all about." The magazine, 
however, contains more than reviews; it also has extensive 
coverage of book-related events. There is an article on book fairs, 
another on the recent Inkslingers Fair in Berkeley, a profile of a 
West Coast small press, and commentary on the recently an- 
nounced Doubleday-Dell merger. There are short reviews of 
numerous books, many of them published by COSMEP 
members, 

BooksWest would like to cover the small presses more exten- 
sively, but it is not receiving enough review copies. So send your 
books and catalogs to: BooksWest, 2073 Outpost Drive, 
Hollywood, CA 90068.
